Breaking with his practice o f no t 
disclo sing when Nix o n meets with his chief 
Waterg ate lawy er James D. St. Clair. 
Warren said the two had co nferred 
Su nday afterno o n and ag ain to day so 
Nix o n co u ld “g iv e^.. his tho u g hts o n this 
matter" — a reference to the co mmittee 
su bpo ena. 
Warren wo uld no t, ho wev er, giv e details 
o f the discussio ns with St. Clair, and wo uld 
no t say whether Nix o n had listened during 
the weekend to any o f the tapes under 
subpo ena. 
Warren also co nfirmed that Nix o n will 
make pu blic appearances in Mississippi 
and Arizo na in the nex t two weeks. The

DCam- 
ero n. calls fo r the death penalty fo r premeditated killing du r­ 
ing a ro bbery , arso n, fo rcible rape, bu rg lary -, sex u al mo lesta­ 
tio n o f a child u nder 13 and rau rder^u ring a kidnapping . 


In additio n, it pro v ides fo r death fo r killing fo r hire, killing o f 
a po lic*eman o r fireman while they are o n du ty , mu rder by a 
felo n, mu rder o f mo re than o ne perso n in o ne incident, mu rder 
to av o id captu re o r identificatio n, killing while try ing to hijack 
a plane, mu rder by any o ne prev io u sly co nv icted o f m u i^r, 
assassinatio n o f state o r federal o fficials, and mu rtler o f a 
g u ard o r an emplo y e by an inmate o f a state mental 
institu tio n. 


Misso u ri has no t had an ex ecu tio n since 1985 The U.S Su ­ 
preme Co u rt, in o u tlawing the death penalty , left the way o pen 
fo r states to reinstate it when it is mandato ry fo r a certain 
crime.

NBC and 
CBS hav e emitted theirs, but 
no t witho ut a brisk o pening 
game o f co rpo rate peekabo o . 
It happened last week, when 
NBC said it was canc'ebng 10 
current sho ws and returning 
nex t fall with 12 new o nes. At 
CBS, the wo rd was fiv e series 
ax ed and sev en new o nes in­ 
stalled in the 197 4 -7 5 lineup. 
The 
anno uncements 
were 
simple eno ugh. But the way 
they came o ut Friday seemed 
akin to that amusing game in 
which y o u try to find the pea 
under o ne o f three shells — o r 
two , as the case may be here. 
It was co rpo rate co mpetitio n 
o f a high o rder and went this 
way : 
NBC, which earlier in the 
week said its fall schedule 
wo uld be o ut Friday , changed 
its mind and said to day wo uld 
be the big day . CBS, usually 
the first o ut with wo rd o f new 
sho ws, said to day — may be. 
Co me 
Friday , 
NBC 
dis­ 
tributed its fall pro gram sched­ 
ule o n the pro v iso it no t be di­ 
v ulged until Sunday night. A 
call to CBS drew wo rd that its 
new schedule wo uldn’t be dis­ 
patched until to day . 
But upo n learning o f NBC’s 
plo t, CBS fro wned and said it 
might do that, to o . Minutes lat­ 
er, it said its new schedule 
wo uld be released immediately . 
NBC heard (rf this, said “ ah- 
hah!” and, after a few mo ­ 
ments’ deliberatio n, said its 
schedule co uld be released im­ 
mediately Friday . Then came a 
call fro m CBS. There’d been a 
mix up so mewhere. 
It no w was ho lding its imme­ 
diate release until Mo nday , 
thereby befuddling newsmen 
who hadn’t go tten either do cu­ 
ment. CBS fro wned again when 
it learned o f NBC’s co ntinuing 
skulduggery . 
After a sho rt pause, CBS up 
and came acro ss with its new 
fall seaso n. The befuddled re­ 
po rters were adv ised the o nce- 
canc'eled 
immediate 
release 
co uld be released immediately 
and no kidding. 
All this happened in an ho ur’s 
time. When the smo ke cleared, 
NBC was declared the new win­ 
ner in the New Pro gram and 
Cancellatio n 
Anno uncement 
Derby , which traditio nally is 
run this time o f y ear. 
ABC, which sto o d by o n the 
sidelines watching the co ntest 
with great interest, to ld in­ 
quiring newsmen what it’d been 
say ing all alo ng — that its 
schedule wo uld appear late to ­ 
day o r Tuesday .

If the yield is normal or greater, 
the shortage of corn will be over

Farmers who sell 
before the decline may increase 
their incomes by a third or 
more. 
But 
if 
yields 
fall 
considerably 
below 
normal, 
prices may rise both before and 
after harvest. In that case the 
farmers who hold their crops 
for the higher prices will be the 
winners. 
There are at least three 
reasons for expecting low yields 
this year. The most important 
one is the shortage of fertilizer, 
especially 
nitrogen. 
Without 
nitrc^en their yields will be cut 
a third or more. Some of the 
land to be planted in corn this 
year was poor land that has not 
been used in recent years. The 
upward trend in yields may 
have ended. 
There 
are 
at 
least 
four 
arguments 
for

corn 
yields. The shortage of nitrogen 
fertilizer may not cut yields 
greatly. 
Industry 
sources 
indicate that the total supply 
will be as large or a little larger 
than last year. On most farms, 
reducing

nitrogen applied per acre by 10 
per cent would cut corn yields 
no more than two per cent. This 
year’s corn crop probably will 
be planted one to two weeks 
earlier than that of last year. 
Farmers have done much more 
fall plowing, and the weather 
surely will not be as wet as it 
was at planting time in 1973. 
Earlier planting could increase 
yields 5 to 10 bushels per acre 
this year. About 90 per cent of 
the land planted in corn this 
year will be the same land that 
was was used for corn in recent 
years.

Police deny 
secret file 
allegation 


COLUMBIA. Mo. (AP) - Po­ 
lice officials at the University 
of Missouri have denied keep­ 
ing secret files of information 
gathered on persons considered 
politically radical during the 
years between 1969 and 1972. 
Police Chief Ron Mason ac­ 
knowledged the existence of the 
files, but said they were not se­ 
cret. 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
reported in its Sunday editions 
that the campus police entered 
u n i v e r s i t y offices without 
search warrants to gather the 
information on a list of students 
and faculty members, saying 
also that police surveillance is 
still being carried out at a low­ 
er level. 
‘Most of the file information 
is newspaper clippings and lit­ 
erature. Most of it is public in­ 
formation that anyone could ob­ 
tain themselves, with the ex­ 
ception of some tapes and films 
that the department made," 
Mason said ^turday. 
C. Brice Ratchford, univer­ 
sity president, .said he knew 
nothing about the surveillance 
reports and said he did not con­ 
done the alleged actions. He 
said, however, that he doubted 
that the stories of police enter­ 
ing offices were true. 
The school’s Faculty Council 
has 
requested 
that Herbert 
Schooling, chancellor at the Co­ 
lumbia campus, prepare a re­ 
port detailing the extent of the 
surveillance and whether it was 
continuing.

the files as saying the police 
collected information on faculty 
and students on such matters

Biggest economic decline yet 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U .S 
Navy warships are leaving the 
Indian Ocean for the first time 
since last fall’s Middle F]ast 
crisis.

Navy returns to that ocean, 
where its presence has been 
protested by India and some 
other countries, including Rus­

The carrier Kitty Hawk, sev­ 
eral escorting destroyers and 
an oiler were expected to sail 
through the Strait of Malacca 
today. The task group may stop 
at .Singapore before heading for 
the main 7th Fleet base at Sub­ 
ic Bay in the Philippines. 
The Kitty Hawk was the third 
U.S. carrier to cruise the In­ 
dian Ocean since last October 
when

clamped an oil embargo on the 
United States. Tanker routes to 
the big oil-producing countries 
around the Persian Gulf pass 
through those waters. 
Underscoring the new impor­ 
tance of the Indian Ocean. Sec­ 
retary of Defense James R 
Schlesinger said at the time 
that the presence of U.S. war­ 
ships there “ will be more 
frequent and more regular than 
in the past.”

Studies were begun on a 
Wolf Creek site near the John 
Redmond Reservoir — about 60 
miles south of Topeka — with 
projected dates of construction 
and completion of 1975 and 
1981.

priv ate 
tantru ms, 
Jo hn 
Kennedy ’s 
anathema 
u po n the Herald-Tribu ne, Ly ndo n Jo hn­ 
so n’s bo iling rages. F'arther back in 
o u r histo ry , Tho mas Jefferso n repeatedly 
deno u nced 
the 
newspapers 
with 
an 
elo qu ence Mr. Nix o n has nev er appro ch- 
ed. 


Yet o ther Presidents, in o ther times, had 
so mething go ing fo r them that Mr. Nix o n 
do es no t hav e Their lapses fro m greatness 
made them “o nly hu man.’’ Mr. Nix o n, 
alas, is made to seem o nly parano id. 


This past week, Co nnecticu t’s Sen. 
Lo well Weicker made pu blic ano ther set o f 
White Ho u se do cu ments acqu ired by the 
Senate select co mmittee in the co u rse o f its 
Watergate hearings. Amo ng the do cu ments 
is a memo randu m prepared fo r H. R. 
Haldeman by Jeb Stu art Magru der in mid- 
Octo ber, 19 6 9 . It is a detailed list o f 
“appro x imately 21 
requ ests fro m the 
President in the la.st 30 day s requ esting 
specific actio n relating to what co u ld be 
co nsidered u nfair news co v erage.’’ 


The list is to o lo ng to qu o te in fu ll here. A 
few ex amples will hav e to su ffice. On Sept. 
23, the President had read an Ev ans-No v ak 
co lu mn charging that Nix o n was retreatir^ 
o n tax refo rm; the President wanted so me 
answers prepared. Ralph Nader had said 
the

attentio n

co nsu mer 
affairs; 
the 
President wanted Nader pu t straight. Life 
magazine had carried a critical edito rial; 
Hebert Klein and Ro n Ziegler were 
directed to mo u nt a co u nterattack.

7, Jo hn Chancello r o f NBC had said 
so mething 
u nfav o rable 
abo u t 
the 
no minatio n o f Clement Hay nswo rth to the 
Su preme Co u rt; the President instru cted 
Klein “that y o u demand equ al time.’’ 


Magru der’s 
memo randu m 
chro nicles 
half a do zen instances in which the 
President himself pro po sed to bend the 
press to his o wn image-making pu rpo ses: 
Klein was asked to tell the Chicago 
Tribu ne’s Walter Tro han 
“abo u t o u r 
su bstanü v e pro grams.” 
The President 
wanted Klein to arrange “ letters to the 
edito r 
o f 
Newsweek 
mentio ning 
the 
President’s 
tremendo u s 
receptio n 
in 
Mississippi.” The President directed Pat 
Bu chanan

“The do u bling to qu adru pling o f fo o d 
and energy prices do o ms millio ns to

The o nly qu estio n, and o ne Americans 
CAN influ enc'e, is: ho w many millio ns?” 


Grant po inted o u t that we are mo v ing 
fro m two decades o f relativ e glo bal 
abu ndance into an era o f chro nically tight 
su pplies o f essential fo rx lstu ffs — ev en 
tho u gh we Americaas hav e pres.sed into 
pro du ctio n cro plands that lay idle fo r 
y ears. 


Ev en as the peo ple o f rich co u ntries 
co asu me like glu tto as, the peo ple o f po o r 
co u ntries pro du ce larger po pu latio ns — so 
we get no t o nly a cru shing demand fo r 
fo o dgrains bu t o v erfishing, which has 
limited that su pply o f impo rtant pro tein. 
Glo bal reserv es, which sto o d at 6 9 day s o f 
co nsu mptio n in 19 70, hav e dwindled to less 
than 30 day s o f fo o d su pply . 


And no w we are o n the v erge o f dc^-eat- 
d(^ 
internatio nal 
bickering 
o v er 
o il, 
fertilizer, grains and o ther raw materials so 
essential to su rv iv al. 


In my last co lu mn, I referred to a 
disappo inting speech at the United Natio as 
by Secretary o f State Henry Ki.ssinger. 
Americans mu st remain acu tely aware o f 


o u r sho rtco mlng^ which Ki.ssinger did no t 
make clear. 


Kissinger said the United States wo u ld 
o ffer its techno lo gical skills to dev elo p new 
fertilizer 
indu stries 
in 
o il-prfx iu cing 
co u ntries. Fine. Bu t it do es no thing to 
allev iate the cu rrent fertilizer sho rbige 
which will last fo r three to fiv e y ears, no 
matter ho w mu ch techno lo gy we pro mi.se 
to ex po rt. 


This sho rtage is go ing to interru pt, if no t 
stifle, the “green rev o lu tio n” which is 
based o n new breeds o f rice and wheat 
•seeds that requ ire the heav y u .se o f 
fertilizers And talk o f fo cx l self-su fficiency 
will be replaced by wails o f famine iti India 
and o ther co u ntries o f A.sia and Africa 


We implo re the o il-pro du cing natio ns to 
ho ld prices do wn and sho w a sense o f higfi 
respo nsibility regarding the petro leu m that 
is needed to pro du ce the fertilizer. 


Bu t we ask high mo rality o f o thers while 
we sho w callo u s irrespo nsibility . 


Grant po inted o u t that in 1954 Americans 
declared it “the po Ucy o f the United States 
to u se (o u r) abu ndant pro du ctiv ity to 


co mbat hu nger and malnu tritio n and to 
enco u rage dev elo pment in the dev elo ping 
co u ntries” thro u gh co nce.ssio nal sales and 
hu manitarian grants o f RmxI u nder PI. 480. 


To pu t it blu ntly , o u r IT. 480

firant cited l)<*partment o f Agncu ltiife 
figu res sho wing tli;it, in Title I .sales u nder 
lo ng-term lo aas, “The to tal qu antity o f 
grains and high pro tein pro du cts shipped ...

Grant cited “a dev astating decline” m 
the (ju antity o f fiMx l su pplied fo r hu ngry 
mo thers, infants, .schiKil children and fo r 
disaster relief in the .Sahel regio n o f Africa 
and Ethio pia “Wheat shipments are half 
o f last y ear’s, and rice and milk shipments 
hav e disappeared .... (This) is hav ing 


disastro u s effects o n the v alu able pro grams 
o f the v o lu ntary agencies and the Wo rld 
Fo o d Pro gram” o f the United Natio as, he 
add(*d. 


This is ex plainable in part by the fact 
that It was mu ch easier fo r Americaas to 
giv e when we had bu rdeaso me su rplu ses. 


Bu t the challenge no w is whether we are 
wise eno u gh to see that the billio ns we hv e 
inv ested in military hardware and o ther 
dev ices to easu re wo rldwide po litical 
stabiUty co u ld go to waste - .simply 
becau .se o f the po Utics o f hu nger in half the 
natio as o f the wo rld. 


Kissinger admo nishes the wo rld no t to 
fall Into warfare b<*tween the hav es and 
hav e-no ts He has beseeched Eu ro p« *aas 
(like France) no t to ru sh to .selfish I’ll-get- 
mme eco no mic po licies 


Bu t the tendemy to ward bo y co tts and 
gretx Jy bilateral deals is thiTe And these 
will carry (he day u nless we Americaas ri.se 
•ibo v e rheto ric arx J sho w by ex ample the 
po licies o f fairness and genero sity which 
can b<* the .salv atio n o f u s all.

CaUfo rnia, and winning candidate fo r 
president. He was then beginning the 
delicate 
and 
difficu lt 
o v ertu res 
that 
ev entu ally wo u ld lead to Peking. He was 
meeUng with the heads o f state o f Israel 
Mex ico , New Zealand and Iran. Yet neither 
his lo ng ex perience no r his heav y schedu le 
allo wed him to igno re the petty chirping o f 
the daily press. Memo randu m to Herb 
Klein: The President requ ests “that y o u 
co ntact Ho ward K. Smith and giv e him the 
tru e reco rd o n what the administratio n has 
do ne.” 


This .same defeasiv e o bses.sio n ru ns 
thro u gh mu ch o f the Watergate sto ry . Time 
after time this co mplex and .seasitiv e man 
who se greatest gift in wo rld affairs is to see’ 
the big pictu re, has lo st the big pictu re 
entirely And o ne o f the reaso as he no w 
faces his greatest po litical crisis is that 
when he sho u ld hav e be€ *n lo o king at the 
fo rest, he was lo o king at the trees iastead.
